Active soot is used in the production of explosives and gunpowder. The 
chief producer in Europe is reportedly the Deutsohe Gold = und 
Siiberscheideanstalt (Degussa) in Frankfurt am Main, .

There is an acute shortage of tank cars in Czechoslovakia because many refineries 
are forced to use them as temporary storage tanks, At the Stalin Works in 
Zaluzi near Most (N51/F62), about 400 tank cars are standing in the yards loaded 
with 800 tons of gasoline from Austria merely because the refinery does not have 
adequate storage facilities, Only 32 carloads can be processed daily at the 
refinery, The Czechoslovak Railvays (CSD) were leased 100 tank cars for 1952 by 
the West. German Federal Republic (Bonz), Dr. Blatone Ladavac, former Chemapcol 
representative in Northern Italy, negotiated the loan, 
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
